DOCKS DISASTER -

; Liverpool, Jan. 25. 
Fire chiefs tonight began to abandon hope of 
saving the blazing Canadian liner, Empress of 
Canada, after a six-hour fight on. her fire-swept 
decks. 

Flames gained ground bn the 20,235-ton ship, 
while firemen worked in oxygen masks ‘and 
acetylene welders cut holes in her side to get their 
hoses through to the red-hot engine room. 

Chief Fire Officer Greenslade said: “We must 
regard it as definitely a losing battle at this stage.” 

Later, firemen withdrew from the blazing 
liner giving up the fight to save her from the 
ensuitin ng flames. 
here while the ship burned from bridge to stern. 
There were. no passengers aboard. : 

The fire, believed to have started mysteriously i in 
the ship's dicpensary,. while she was in dock after 


overhaul, destroyed three decks and penetrated deep 
into the engine room. 


Chief Fire Officer Greenslade 
said: “We have had to stop 
the {frontal attack we were 
making. We are now’ playing 
hoses on.the side. of tho ship in 
a Wamping down operation.” 

“At ten o'clock all m 
the ship were withdrawn

Firemen on the quaysido 
continued to play their hoses to 
stop the flames reaching docks 
or sheds.

The giant 20,235-ton Empress 
of Canada, which sails regular- 
dy from Liverpool to Canadian 
was built in 1928 for the

been bumt clean off on the dock, 


A Reuter eparer. at

Sir,—Enough letters surely 
huve been written to convince 
the people running — gadlo

Surely, some statement. could 
be made by the P.R.O. Jn: con- 
nection with the questions that 
ave been - a recent 
letters, Is there an ‘advisory 
body assisting the compilers of 
the programmes or Is it solely 
the job of the Programme 
Sceretary? The station ia there 
to give the public what it 
wants and these questions 
should be answered.
